Take  the  Waist  Measure  tight,  take  the  length  of  waist  on  the  seam  under 
the  arm.     See  measurement  cut. 

Take  Exact  Measures  for  all  garments,  as  due  allowance  for  loose-fitting  and 
over  garments  is  made  in  the  Patterns  themselves. 

For  Men's  and  Boy's  Garments,  measure  over  the  vest. 

For  Pants,  get  the  size  of  the  waist  and  the  length  of  the  leg. 

For  Shirts,  get  the  chest  and  shoulder  measure  and  the  size  of  the  paper  collar
